About one o'clock Wednesday 
morning fire was discovered issu- 
ing from the upper part ot tbe 
three-story building occupied by 
Tom Bunnell and family, In Pres- 
iniisburg. rioyd county, on the C 
and O. railroad, about & 3 miles 
south of tbla city. The names soon 
.aught the adjoining 2-story frame 
residence of Buck Martin, and In a 
very abort time both buildings were 
.1 heap of .burred and blackened 
ruins. The burnt property was In 
the business part of the town, aud 
It was only by the most active ex- 
ertions of almost the entire popu- 
lace that the fire was .ouflned to 
the buildings named. T be postof- 
ficp, Davidson's store, llarklns' law 
offl.o were at limes on five, but 
the flames were extinguished be- 
fore lnmMi damage was done. The 
gutters and pools were full of wat- 
er from recent rains, and the buck- 
et brtgndo did fine work, probably 
saving the whole pretty town from 
destruction. The Burchett building 
bad Just been fitted up for hotel 
purposes, and when the fire oc- 
curred Mr. and Mrs. Burchett were 
In Huntington buying fixtures a 
furniture. Several students were 
lodging in the building, and NMN 
of them had a narrow escape from 
death by burtilug. it could not be 
learned bow much, if any, Insurance 
Mr. Burchett had on his property. 
The Martin building was Insured for 
$1700. which docs not represent his 
loss. The News learns that most of 
Ms furniture was saved. The cause 
of the fire is not known.

Without warning the loaded cars 
which were being let out of tbe 
mines dashed over the Incline crash- 
ed Into the carrying car. completely 
demolishing it and landing In the 
tipple at the fool of the hill. Al- 
though the Upple men aaw the ter- 
rible fate of the men who were on 
the car they did not have time to 
save themselves and two of them 
were' crushed to death and two so 
badly Injured that little hopes of 
their recovery are entertained.

The Host Kentucky Coal Lands 
Corporation came luto existence on- 
ly a few years ago. with Jack llen- 
drlck as counsel, lie was former- 
ly Attorney General of Kentucky 
and moved to New York city after 
going out of office. Soon after- 
ward he was associated with John 
C. C. Mayo lu an effort to sell- some 
of Mr Mayo's coal lands. It is said 
that while In this connection Mr. 
Ilendrlrk became acquainted with 
the facts about the old laud grants 
Issued by Virginia about 100 years 
ago. 

The corporation referred to 
above is composed of descendants 
of the people to whom these grants 
were Issued. They had never list- 
ed the property for taxation. Tbe 
natives holding titles from tbe 
Statu of Kentucky have been in 
possession and have paid taxes on 
i lies? lands for all these years. 

In 1906 n law was enacted by 
the Kentucky Legislature for the 
purpose of curing these titles and 
all others of a similar nnture. This 
act was prepared by llager & Stew- 
art, of Ashland. Considerable ef- 
fort was required to secure Its pus- 
sage because legislators from oth- 
er sections of the State did not un- 
derstand tbe situation and had t 
be educated to It. The largest 
share of credit for tbe enactment of 
the law Is given to Dr. M.G. Wat- 
son, then a member of the State 
Senate. He and J. W. M. Stewart la 
bored for its enactment from the 
opening of the legislature until It 
was accomplished near the close of 
the session. 

The law gave the "granters" un- 
til March. 1907, to list the proper- 
ty they claimed and pay taxes for 
five years back. They failed to 
comply with the provl&ion and pro- 
ceeded to attack the constitutional 
Ity of the law. This is the chief 
point that has Just been settled by 
the highest court of the Cnlted 
States.

SENATOR ELKINS DEAD. 



One of West Virginia's Ablest Rti 
Passes Awaj. 



United States Senator Stephen 
11. Elklns, ot West Virginia, died 
Wednesday In Washington rather 
unexpectedly. He had been in 111 
health for several weeks, but was 
not believed to be so dangerously 
sick. He was one of the wealthi- 
est and most Influential men In the 
State. 

In bis death Big Sandy river los- 
es one of Its very best frlends.More 
than once he has added In the 
Senate an appropriation for our 
river when the House hnd refused 
to give us anything. He was a 
member of the Senate Committee 
on rivers and harbors. Again we 
are In the same position And have 
been hoping he would get able to re- 
turn to duty In the Senate. But his 
death leaves Big Sandy's prospects 
very dark. Burton, who la unfriendly 
to our project, is on the Ser*te com- 
mittee now and there is no one 
left who feels any special interest.

Senator Elklns was 70 years old. 
His term as Senator would have 
expired In 1913.

Both of the Winstead boys' (eet 
were blown off and both of Splv- 
ey's eyes were blown out. Mrs. Win 
stead was so bndly shoc ked by the 
explosion that she may not recover, 
although she has a chance for life. 
The house was badly wrecked by 
the explosion, anil caught fire from 
the burning debris und wus destroy- 
ed. 

The neighbors who urrlvcd on the 
scone soon after the explosion were 
barely able to remove the dead m»n 
and Injured woman In time to es- 
cape cremation. 

The Winstead boy wus the Inno- 
cent cause of the explosion. White 
hunting Suturduy he found an old 
can in the woods, aud. necdlug a 
can of about that size at houfe. he 
took It there with him. Not blink- 
ing to examine It to see If there 
was anything Inside It, he placed 
It near the fire. It became heat- 
ed in a short time and without 
warning let go. It has boon found 
that the can contained nitro-glycer- 
In and had been left In the woods 
by men who had been "shooting" oil 
wells with it.
